Truman's Hand Strengthened 
Truman plunged into the bitum- 


inous crisis last night with his 
hand strengthened by widespread 
approval of his *peeches Friday 
and Saturday emphasizing that he 
will not tolerate strikes which he 
considers imperilling the nation's 
economy. 


His outspoken criticism of the 


railroad tieup brought Alvanley 
Johnston and A. F. Whitney of the 
two striking brotherhoods to terms 
even before he made good his 
threat to demand greater powers 


In his radio address 
Friday 


night, the chief executive said ot 
Johnston and Whitney: 


"I assume that these two men 


know the terrible havoc that their 
decision has caused . . . It is in- 
conceivable that the rank and file 
of these two unions realize the 
terrifying situation created." 


Before seeing the president yes- 


terday Lewis met for an hour and 
a half with Secretary of the In- 
terior Krug and Vice Adm. Ben 
Moreell, who are operating the 
seized mines for the government. 


The only announcement after 


that was that Truman had called 
the principals to an evening meet- 
ing: at the White House. 


Krug handed the government's 


offer to Lewis on Saturday, but 
what it contained with regard to 
his demands for a health and wel- 
fare fund, higher pay and shorter 
hours and unionization of mine 
foremen was not disclosed. 


Lewis Rejects Offer 


Lewis turned down the offer, 


and yesterday's 
evidently futile 


meetings followed. 


The end of the 48-hour railroad 


strike came with dramatic sudden- 
ness just three minutes before the 
4 p. m. deadline Truman had set 
for the Army to start running the 
trains.

had left the White House for the 
Capitol when Johnstr/n and Whit- 
ney capitulated on the terms Tru- 
man proposed last Wednesday.

feeling to them to find that the 
country they were fighting to save 
is m a, very chaotic condition— 
due, in part at least, to bad man- 
agement on the part of the gov- 
ernment and others. 


"They become embittered, dis- 


trustful, irritated and they develop 
the feeling that they've been wast- 
ing their time defending such a 
country." 


Bowman is professor of psychi-

He added 
he recently dumped a 2-foot stack 
of postcards about beer and the 
OPA into his wastebasket. 


Wants Helpful Letters 


Letters that say something help- 


ful and offer "some constructive 
advice" are the kind he wants 
from his constituents, he said. 


Lucas estimated it would take 


him "48 hours every day" just to 
sign replies to all the letters that, 
pour into his office—and that re- 
minded him that a lot of these let- 
ters are from people who want 
him to do something for them. 


"The truth of the matter is," he 


lamented, 
"that 
every 
United 


States Senator has reached the 
point he is nothing more or less 
than a glorified errand boy for 
the constituents 
whom he rep- 


resents." 


He said he didn't, blame the 


people, that they had the right 
to ask their senators for help, but 
he harked back wistfully to the 
days of Henry Clay. 


Clay, he related, used to stroll 


about his Kentucky orchard talk- 
ing "to the birds In the trees" 
while preparing speeches he was 
to deliver in the senate on the 
great issues of the day. 


"As a result of my increaiinff 


burdens," Lucas told the senate, 
"I could not even sec a bird or * 
tre« if I had *uch a path to trod,

Franco's Flourishing Fascism 


Generalissimo Francisco Fran- 


co gave a repeat performance of 
the standard Franco speech at the 
opening of the second parliament 
session of his seven-year regime. 
As usual, the generalissimo 
de- 


nounced Russia, communism. Ma- 
sonry, 
and 
outside interference. 


He denied that he is a. dictator. 
He again reminded the Spanish 
people how happy they are, and 
again assured them that they are 
living- under a government which 
they have freely chosen. 


All that is familiar stuff. But 


Franco also emphasized a couple 
of points that he hasn't stressed 
too strongly befoie. 
One 
was 


that Spain has no political prob- 
lems to settle. The other, a warn- 
ing to those who are "pushing"' 
him from outside, was that "when 
one is pushed he doesn't go faster. 
His first impulse is to pause and 
then even to turn back." 


It is probably rue that, intern- 


ally. Spain has few political prob- 
lems. One gathers that Franco's 
most 
militant 
opponents 
are 


either dead, in exile, imprisoned. 
or intimidated. 
That simplifies 


things for Franco, but it doesn't 
keep Spain from being a political 
problem to the outside world. 


As for the allusion to pushing, 


the generalissimo is clearly serv- 
ing notice that he has no intention 
of liberalizing his attitude. On the 
contrary, hp indicates that pres- 
sure will only make him turn more 
stubbornly from the path which 
most other nations would like to 
see Spain take. 


Thus Francisco Franco, favor- 


ite non of fascism, neutral ally of 
the Axis, protector of the nazi 
faith and its practitioners, gives 
his answers to the United Nations. 
Serene and secure, he rules his lit- 
tle country as he pleases ajid de- 
fies 
the 
world to clo anything 


about it. 


And Franco has good reason for 


his cockinivss 
For 
the 
major 


powers which dominate the Unit- 
ed Nations are at odds over Fran- 
co as they are over almost every 
other controversial issue in inter- 
national affairs today. 
There is 


a general agreement that Franco 
was and remains an enemy, that 
his regime makps Spain a brooding 
ground of trouble, if not a "threat 
to international peace" by precise 
diplomatic definition. 
But East 


and West have seemed to disa- 
gree Cor fiisni>rrtMiiont's sake.

Robert R. McCormick, is publisher 
of the Chicago Tribune. Patterson 
also was president of the Chica- 
go Tribune-New York News Syn- 
dicate, which distributes features 
appearing in the two papers. 


He was elected to the Illinois 


house of represt'iHatii-.'s in 1903 
and later served as Chicago's com- 
missioner of public works. 


Before starling the News, he was 


associated with Col. McCormick in 
the publication of the 
Chicago 


Tribune. They became co-editors 
and publishers of the newspaper

In Peril—Truman 


President Explains 
to 


Congress Why He De- 


layed Asking Law 


Washington. D. C., May 27 — 


(AP)—Here the text of President 
Truman's address Saturday to a 
joint session of congress: 


"I desire to thank you for this 


privilege of appearing before you 
in order to urge legislation which 
I deem essential to the welfare of 
our country. 


"For the past two days the na- 


tion has been in the grip of a rail- 
road strike which threatens to par- 
alyze all our industrial, agricul- 
tural, commercial, and social life. 


"Last night I tried to point 


out to the American people the 
bleak picture which we faced at 
home and abroad if the strike is 
permitted to continue. 


All Dangerously Affected 


"The disaster will spare no one. 


It will bear equally upon business- 
men, workers, farmers, and upon 
every citizen of the United States. 
Food, raw materials, fuel, ship- 
ping, housing, the public health,
